its school system. 
The worth of the 


c o u n t r y depended entirely upon tho 
intelligence of the people and with 
the public schools the nation was at- 
t e m p t i n g one of its greatest moves, 
namely, t h a t of self-government, for, 
• w i t h education, it was making its 
every citizen capable or governing for 
himself. 
The speaker said democ- 


racy could not live and ignoranca 
thrive. 


Me said that the two 
essentials 


for American 
life were Christianity 


and democracy, and that they must 
go hand in hand. 
With the comple- 


tion of the public school life of tho 
class the speaker said they had been 
handed 
the 
keys of success with 


which to open the doors of useful- 
ness with the opportunities obtained. 


Hut on the themo " Success " UPV. 


Sparkg dwelt at 
length. 
He 
said 


most of those beginning the life out- 
aide of the school had a wrong idea 


of success. 
They felt that it meant 


some stupendous achievement which 
would place them in the fore of a 
nation. 
That to be successful they 


thought they must be a Garfield, o 
Lincoln, a Shakespeare, or others of 
fame. However, success is in reality 
the accomplishment of anything we 
have set out to do. No matter how 
trivial or insignificant the start the 
triumph of the end spelled success. 


But to aid success it is necessary 


that one believe, and Mr. Sparks said 
that on the greatness of the occasion 
it was but right that something be 
said of the religious aspect of life. 
With the early school life is accept- 
ed the general beliefs of religion be* 
often with the high school comes a 
tendency to doubt and later one to 
" drift." 
But one should not be a. 


drifter for with uncertainty comes 
unrest and this is not as God ordains 
for he opens the doors of peaceful- 
ness for us in a world full of mean- 
ing. 


At the close of the sermon bene- 


diction was delivered by the pastor 
and the services concluded, and the j 
members of the class left the church I 
with a broader and higher view of 
tho problems of the work of the fu- 
ture as inspired by the speaker's 
words.

In tbe newspapers of the English 
•peaking world. Today's audience at 
the Brooklyn Academy of Music was 
estimated at twenty-six hundred. Of 
these about two hundred, all men, were 
on the platform behind the speaker. 
Late comers failed altogether to gain 
admittance to the afternoon service. 
The text was appropriate for Whitsun- 
day, it being SL Peter's explanation 
of the Pentecostal blessing—"This Is 
that which was spoken by tbe mouth 
of the Prophet Joel" (Acts U. 16-18). 


Tbe speaker called attention to the 


fact tbat the Prophet Joel mentioned 
two distinct outpourings of the Holy 
Spirit One of these, upon the servants 
and handmaidens of the Lord, found 
Its fulfilment at Pentecost; and during 
the more than eighteen centuries since, 
God's spiritual blessing has been not 
only with tbe Apostles, but with all tbe 
footstep 
followers of Jesus—all of 


God's servants and handmaidens. If 
we see this feature of the prophecy 
fulfilled, it becomes a guarantee to be- 
lievers that the remainder of the same 
prophecy will have fulfilment In God's 
due time. The remainder of the proph- 
ecy declares that afterward—after these 
days In which the Holy Spirit bus been 
outpoured upon the Church, upon the 
"servants 
and 
handmaidens" — will 


come God's time for pouring out His 
Spirit upon all flesh. 


St. Peter's statement. "This is that 


which was spoken by the mouth of tbe 
Prophet Joel," Pastor Russell said 
should not be taken to mean that 
what was witnessed in the upper room 
on the Day of Pentecost nearly nine- 
teen centuries ago, completely fulfilled 
the Prophet Joel's predictions. None, 
he said, would dispute that the tul 
filment of Joel's prophecy began at 
Pentecost, with the early Church, anc 
has been in process of fulfilment dur- 
ing all the centuries since. It Is as 
true today its U was then, that the 
blessing of the Holy Spirit is granted 
to all of God's servants and hand- 
maidens. 
And tbe remainder of the 


prophecy will as surely be fulfilled 
with equal accuracy in due time. 


After these days of the Gospel Age- 


after these days of the outpouring oi 
tbe Spirit upon God's servants and 
handmaidens—will come the glorious 
epoch of Messiah's Kingdom, in and 
through which God will pour out upen 
the world of mankind a great blessing 
of enlightenment and uplift from thc 
•In and death conditions now prevail- 
ing. It will be to the accomplishment 
of this end that Satan shall be bound 
Tor a thousand years, and the dark 
ness, which now covers the earth and 
the gross darkness which now blinds

Abraham of old typified Jehovah, 


and Isaac typified Messiah, born not 
after the flesh, but after tbe Spirit—by 
a special Divine Interposition—accord- 
ing to God's promise. 
Of this anti- 


typical Isaac class. Jesus Is the Head, 
the Forerunner of the Church, as well 
as tbe world's Redeemer. 
The Body 


of Messinh la composed of a saintly 
few, according to the Scriptures, gath- 
ered, primarily, from the Jews, but 
being completed by additions from ev- 
ery nation, people, kindred and tongue. 
These all. the Apostle tells us. will 
be character-copies of God's dear Son. 
our Redeemer and Head. 
This, the 


Apostle declares, is Divine predestina- 
tion (Romans vlll. 20, SO). 


This Church class, or Messiah class, 


Is variously referred to in the prophe- 
cies, as well as In the New Testa- 
ment, as the "brethren" of Jesus, and 
as "sons of God." Of them the Proph- 
et David writes. "I have said, ye are 
gods, all of you sons of the Highest; 
but ye shall all die like men and fall 
like one of the 
Princes" (Psalm 


Xxxzii. 0, 7). These all die like men

cause, as the Apostle declares, tbe 
world knoweth them not even as It 
knew not their Master.

St. Paul points out that as Israel's

Ixlx, 22), BO also, God through the 
prophets has foretold their blessing 
later on—that they would be the first 
to be blessed under the glorious Spir 
itual Messiah of many Members. 


Thus it is written, "There shall come 


out of Zion tbe Deliverer and He 
shall turn away ungodliness from Ja- 
cob." 
Here, plctorlally, 
Zion is 


mother and her Offspring Is the Mes- 
siah. Looking again at the type, we 
see that Abraham represented Jeho- 
vah and that Sarah, his wife, repre- 
sented the great Covenant through 
which Messiah would be developed. 
"In thy Seed shall all the families of 
the earth be blessed" (Genesis xrli. 
17, 18). "If ye be Christ's, then are 
ye Abraham's Seed, and heirs according 
to the promise" (Galatiaus 111.

"My Spirit Upon All Flesh." 


St Peter declares that it was the 


glorified Jesus who received of the Fa- 
:uw, and poured out upon the Church 
at Pentecost, the Holy Spirit 
That 


blessing came to the Church because 
of their coming Into harmony with 
the Father's arrangement through the 
Son. The receiving of the Spirit there 
marked the recipients as sons of God. 


The later Pentecostal blessing upon 


the world will have points of similar- 
ity as well as points of difference. 
Th* blessing will come through tbe 
great Messiah and as a result of the 
satisfaction He will make for tbe sins 
of the whole world, by applying to 
tbe race the merits of His sacrifice by 
which He will seal the New Law Cove- 
nant with Israel; and then, with the 
world through Israel (Jeremiah xxxl, 
3D. The great Messiah of glory will 
be the Mediator of tbat New Covenant, 
and the foundation of that Covenant 
will be "the better sacrifices'* offered by 
this Mediator, as the Antltypicul High 
Priest (Hebrews Ix. 19-23).

They at- 
tested their loyalty to Him by a faltn 
which worked in harmony with His 
will through tbe limitations of a fallen 
nature.

rection." 


On account of this they are already 


declared to be worthy of a "better res- 
urrection" than the remainder of man- 
kind—but not so glorious a resurrection 
as will be granted to the Church. Their 
resurrection will be to the perfection of 
human nature—mental, moral and phys- 
ical. Thus they will stand before man- 
kind as sample* of human perfection, 
to which standard, by obedience, all of 
the race may attain, if they will, dur- 
ing the thousand years of Messiah's 
reign and Kingdom. 


Those Ancient Worthies (Hebrews 


xi). will not only be Illustrations of hu- 
man perfection, but they will be made 
"Princes" or rulers In all the earth 
They will be tbe outward and visible 
representatives of the invisible Mes- 
siah and the Agents through whom the 
Word of the Lord will go forth; as it 
is written, "The Law shall go forth 
from Mt. Zion (the Spiritual Kingdom), 
and the Word of the Lord from Jeru- 
salem"—the earthly manifestation of 
the Kingdom amongst men. 


Pastor Russell gave an extraordinary 


Interpretation to a heretofore hard-to- 
be-nnderstood portion of Joel's proph- 
scy: "Your young men [in that New 
Dispensation] will see with clear vision 
what your Ancients dreamed of and re- 
ated In parables."

The order of tbe blessing is stated. 


It will •come upon all flesh after those 
days, but upon the servants and hand- 
maidens in those days. Tbe days men- 
tioned evidently refer to this Gospel 
Age—from Pentecost to the second 
coming of Christ. 


In this period, of now nearly nine- 


teen centuries, God's Holy Spirit has 
jeen granted to His faithful ones, and 
to these alone. Only the fully conse- 
crated have been accepted of the Lord 
is living sacrifices, and only such have 
been begotten of the Holy Spirit, that 
hey 
may 
be "new 
creatures in 


Christ." 
During all this time, the 


world has been unrecognized so far as 
.he Holy Spirit Is concerned. 


Indeed, the Apostle after Pentecost 


went still further and declared that 
'the whole world lieth in the Wicked 
One." 
The only action of the Holy 


Spirit must be, as in the case of Felix. 
o "reprove the world of sin and right- 
eousness, and of a coming judgment." 
Our text declares, however, that the 
line is coming when the world will re- 
ceive a share of the great Diviue bless- 
ng, which was fully assured by the 
death of Christ. But its time of favor 
will be "after those days"—after this
